carcer from “* Mon of the Time” :— 


[GanmAanpz, Givsereé, wae born at Nica, of 
poor patents, tuly 22,1807.. Being: fond of, 
“the aea, he made voyages, when very young, to 
CQdoessa and to Rome. Having? in) 1932, been 
implicated with Mezsini in s conspirsoy 
against Chafles Albort, king of Sardinia, he 
was aompolled to quit bis country, wae araii 
injtrouble in 18% nd -was condemned to 
death in bis absonco fora similar -atterapt. 
He asouped ta France, and landed at Mar- 
soillos, whoucs he sailed in an Egyptian cor. 
vette, ond_offarad his wervi¢es to the Bey of
